SOBM afth* "Delicacies" Consumed IB Va- 


rion* Part* of U» 'World. 


The old saying that what is one man's 


meat is another man's poison is real- 
ized in tb« opposite tastes of people. 


The Englishman will not eat a squirrel 


but will gloat over a meal of barnacles 
and periwinkles, the latter a species of 
sea-snail Chat adheres to the rocks. 
The Hollander relishes a least of de- 
cayed shark, yet looks with horror on 
bread and butter. The Japanese have 
a prejudice against milk and beef, but 
will enjoy stewed or roasted rat. 
The 


Turks shudder at the thought of eating 
oysters. The Digger Indians of the 
Pacific slope rejoiced in the great locust 
swarms of 1875 as a gracious dispensa- 
tion of the Great Spirit, and laid in n 
store of dried locust powder sufficient 
to last them for several years 
The 


French will eat frogs, snails and the 
diseased liyers of geese, but draw 
the line at alligators. 
Buckland de- 


clared the tMte of boa constrictor 
good, and much like veal. Sir Robert 
Schomberg found monkey very palata- 
ble, though he says that before being 
carved it looked disagreeably like a 
roast child. Quass, the fermented 
cabbage water of the Russians, is 
their popular tipple. It is described 
as resembling a mixture of stale li->h 
and soapsuds in taste, yet, ne\t 
to beer, it has more votaries than 
any other fermented bevenage. A tal- 
low candle washed down with qtiass 
forma a meal that it would be hard to 
to be thankful for. In Canton and other 
Chinese cities rats are sold at the rate 
of two dollars a dozen, and the hind- 
quarters of dogs are hung up in the 
butchers' shops alongside of mutton 
and lamb, but command a higher price. 
The edible birds' nests of the Chinese 
are worth twice their weight in silver. 
the finest variety selling for as much 
as thirty dollars a pound. The negroes 
of the West Indies eat baked snakes 
and palm worms fried in their own fat, 
but they can not be induced to eat 
stewed rabbits. In Mexico parrots 
are eaten, but they are rather tough. 
The Guachos of the Badda Oriental are 
in the habit of hunting skunks for the 
sake of their flesh. In Kaskaskia, a 
town on the Mississippi, 
"Musical 


Jack," or fried rattlesnakes decap- 
itated and skinned, and showing a 
meat as firm and white as a chicken, is 
a standard dish. The octopus, or devil- 
fish, when boiled and then roasted, is 
eaten in Corsica and esteemed a great 
delicacy. In the Pacific Islands and 
West 
Indies, 
lizards1 
eggs 
are 


eaten 
with 
great 
gusto. 
The 


natives of 
the 
Antilles 
eat alli- 


gator eggs, and the eggs of the tur- 
tle are popular everywhere, though up 
to the commencement of the last ceiil- 
urv turtle was only eaten by the poor 
of'Jamaica. Ants are eaten by various 
nations. 
In Brazil they are served 


with a resinous sauce, and in Africa 
they are stewed with grease or butter 
The East Indians catch them in pita 
and carefully wash them in haudfuls 
like raisins. In Siam a curry of ants' 
eggs is a costly luxury. The Ceylonese 
eat the bees after robbing them of their 
honey. Caterpillars and spiders aro 
dainties to the African bushman. After 
they have wound the silk from the 
cocoon the Chinese eat the chrysalis of 
the silk worm. Spiders roasted are a 
sort of dessert with the New Caledon- 
ians. The Viennese are the great snail- 
eaters in the world. The town of Ulm, 
on the Danube, is the principal placu 
•where snails are fattened for the mar- 
ket. Those which are fattened on 
strawberries 
command the 
highest 


•price, while sixty thousand are an- 
nually exported from the isle of Crete. 
^The Great African snail, that attains 
a length of eight inches, is converted 
.into soup. Cock's combs are consid- 
ered a delicacy in the Paris restaurants, 
while the Briton swallows shrimps iu 
their 
entirety.—Queer, Quami

Shot By/An Officer—A Family Affair In 


Texae—Assaulted An Evangelist 


—Murdered for Money.

HILLSBOKO, Mo., May 16.—There was a 


sensational, although not altogether un- 
looked-for, development In the Byrd- 
Kevaus case here yesterday. It will be 
remembered that on the 11th of last 
February Thomas L. McConnack, a jus- 
tice ol the peace in Plattin township, 
issued n warrant for the arrest of B. B. 
Bynl, which charged Wm with an attempt- 
ed outrage upon the pension of Mrs. Lu 
KcveiiH, the wife of his neighbor, Jack 
Kevana. Byrcl sold his farm aud left the 
county, hut was subsequently arrested 
and hi-kl to answer to the charge before 
.the May terra of the Circuit Court, which 
Is now in session here. He has been out 
on bond tor some tlrne, and before court 
was convened expressed a tear that there 
would be trouble, and that an attempt 
would be made by Kevens to shoot him. 
Bynl is now residing in St. Louis, and In 
order to protect himself from Kevens, in- 
duced a couple of his Intimate friends to 
•Hatch the man and see that DO attempt of 
the Kind wus made. 
It has been stated that Kevens had 


made such threats opwily, but however 
that may be, Keveu/i did make a deadiv 
assault upon Byrd yesterday afternoon, 
the particulars of which are substantially 
as follows: 


Byrd had been in the court-room up- 
stairs and was coming down. When he 
reached the bottom of the stairway he 
met Kevens, who had a revolver in his 
hand. Byrd started to run through the 
hall to get out of the building at the south 
door, but Kevens pulled down on him 
and fired, the sliot lodging In the frame 
of the transom above the door. Keveng 
followed and fired a second shol. Both 
men were in the yard by this time and 
the second shot brought Byrd to the 
ground with a ball in the thigh. Kevens 
snapped his pistol at 
Byrd several 


times while he lay on the ground. 
As Byrd fell he drew his revolver and re- 
turned the flre, shooting -three times 
without effect. Struggling to his feet, 
Byrd ran around the corner of the jail 
building which adjoins the court-house 
and began to reload his ptetol. Kevens 
stepped into the office of W. E. Don- 
ne.ll, the county clerk, and excitedly ex- 
claimed: "I've shot him! I've shol 
him!" 


The wildest excitement prevailed, and 
the friends of the two men kept them 
apart. Byrd's wound, though serious, Is 
not considered necessarily fatal. At the 
time the assault was made Byrd's friends 
were playing cards In a saloon near by. 
There has been considerable talk about 
the case ever since the arrest was made, 
and the story as it goes, if true, stamps 
Byrd as a most atrocious monster. It is 
charged 1n the indictment that Byrd went 
to Kcvens' honse, only a mile awav from 
his own house, and, finding Mrs. Kevens 
alone, made the assault. This is said to 
have occurred almost three weeks before 
the warrant for Byrd's arrest was Issued, 
as Mrs. Kevens was in delicate health 
and dreaded the publicity which wonlrl 
follow the arrest and trfal of the accused. 
Mrs. Kevens is young and good looking, 
but has no children. 
She has been an 


exemplary woman and her reputation Is 
betond reproach.

children. Both families live cqui-dlstant 
fiorn DcSoto and Crystal City and are 
well-known in the neighborhood, having 
lived there all of their lives. Byrd was 
well-to-do before this affair occurred, but 
on the same day the warrant was issued 
he sold his farm at a sacrifice (83,OflO) 
and skipped the country. When the offi- 
cers went to arrest Byrd early in the 
morning after the warrant was issued, 
they were met by his wife, who told 
them that Byrd had skipped with the pro- 
ceeds of the sale in his pockets. 


Negro Porter Shot By an Italian. 


POPLAR BI.UKK, Mo., May 16.—When 


train No. CD1, south-bound, was leaving 
Keener, a small station north of here, 
yesterday, a stranger entered the smok- 
ing-car and IIred three shots at the col- 
01 ed porter, George Martin, who was sit- 
ing in a seat alone, near the front of the 
c.ir. Alter the last shot was fired the un- 
known gentleman ran out on the plat- 
form and jumped off when the train was 
making about twenty miles an hour. The 
tiaiu was stopped and backed to where 
the fellow jumped off. He was stunned 
by the shock and lay on the ground where 
he had fallen. He was pat aboard the 
train and brought to this city, where be 
was put in the custody of an officer and ' 
is now safe in jail.

Dr. James W. Bouth died at tbe family 


residence, 529 John street, on Friday 
morning at 6:30, ot Blight's disease. He 
had been confined to his house tor several 
weeks, bat gave some ot bis time to his 
practice. Dr. BoUth was a native of 
Ohio, but removed to Deflator, 111, in 
early youth. At the outbreak ot the re- 
bellion he enlisted •while yet a boy, carry- 
ing a musket through the hardships of 
Sherman's and Grant's campaigns, being 
engaged in the Shiloh and other severe 
fights.

He was one, it not the first, charter mem- 
ber of the first G. A. B. post instituted m 
the United States. In 1878 he came to 
St. Paul and engaged in practice m .this 
city, where he built up a very extensive 
praotio—in fact so great that he called in 
as partner one of bis several brothers (Dr. 
Geo. E. Bouth), all of whom are physi- 
cians. He has built up around him a 
practice as well as a circle ot friends sec- 
ond to none 
His father was a surgeon 


in the army during the rebellion. The 
social as well as professional circle in 
which Dr. Bouth moved will greatly miss 
his genial countenance and courteous 
presence The funeral will take place
